‘THE COUNTRY IS THINKING OF YOU,’ PRESIDENT TELLS COMMUNITY IN MOURNING

Despair all around him, President Obama on 
Sunday offered hugs, tears and the nation’s sym- 
pathy to survivors of the Aurora, Colo., shoot- 
ing rampage and to families whose loved ones 
were killed or wounded. He found hope in the 
heartbreak, insisting a brighter day will come. 
In dramatic detail, Obama offered a 
glimpse inside the horror that took place in 
the Denver-area movie theater early Friday, 
when 12 moviegoers were shot dead and an- 
other 58 wounded, relaying a story he said 
spoke to the courage of young Americans. 
With two fingers pressed to his own neck, 
Obama recalled how one woman saved the

life of a friend who had been shot by keeping 
pressure on a vein that had “started spurting 
blood” and later helping carry her to safety. 

Behind closed doors, Obama visited one by 
one with hurting families gathered at a hospi- 
tal and patients recovering in intensive care. 
He emerged before the TV cameras and kept 
his focus on the lives and dreams of the fallen 
and the survivors, not the shooting suspect or 
his “evil act.” 

“I come to them not so much as president 
as I do as a father and as a husband,” Obama 
told reporters after his visits. “The reason 
stories like this have such an impact on us is 
because we could all understand what it would

for the victims and their families,” it would delay until Monday the earnings report for the debut 
weekend of “The Dark Knight Rises.”

The man accused of opening fire inside 
the theater left a trail of evidence that po- 
lice say suggests the shooting was part of 
a calculated plan that included killing any- 
one who tried to learn more about him in 
the aftermath of the attack. 

James E. Holmes was arrested in a park- 
ing lot behind the cinema. He was armed 
with a Smith & Wesson M&P .223 semi-

Police found an additional Glock

CNN’s “State of the Union” on Sunday 
that he spent a day going from hospital to 
hospital, talking with survivors. 

He concluded that Holmes was a person 
who wanted to terrorize and instill fear in 
people’s lives, but said he can’t conceive of 
a motive. 

“This is a deeply troubled, twisted, delu- 
sional person,” he said. 

One survivor, Josh Nowlan, sustained 
gunshot wounds, but said he is happy just 
to be alive. He wouldn’t be, he said, if the 
suspect’s weapon had not malfunctioned. 

“I know I wouldn't be here. If that gun 
did not jam, I am full certain that I prob- 
ably would not be here,” he said from his 
hospital bed Saturday.

The apartment of the suspect in the Colorado 
theater rampage was decorated with Batman 
items and crisscrossed with waist-high trip 
wires attached to more than 30 improvised 
grenades strewn across the living room floor, a 
law enforcement official close to the case said 
Sunday. Nearby were 10 gallons of gasoline “to 
enhance the thermal effect.” 

Investigators who served search warrants 
Saturday at James E. Holmes’ 850-square- 
foot, third-floor apartment in a rundown sec- 
tion of Aurora “found a Batman poster on a 
wall, a Batman mask and other Batman para- 
phernalia,” according to the official, who has 
not been identified because of the sensitivity 
of the case. 

The design and placement of the impro- 
vised explosive devices “seemed to mirror 
a chaotic state of mind,” the official said. 
“There was a level of sophistication to it all. It 
will be interesting to see what a post-mortem 
forensic analysis determines regarding the 
chemicals, powders and devices rigged up in 
there, and whether the firing train would have 
actually functioned.” 

The apartment was earlier described as a 
death trap, designed to kill police or other 
first-responders. 

Meanwhile, Holmes is expected to make 
his first appearance Monday in a court case 
that appears so clear-cut that at least one ex- 
pert said the legal machinations could come 
down to one straightforward question: 

If he’s convicted, does the suspect deserve 
the death penalty? 

Sam Kamin, a law professor at the Univer- 
sity of Denver, predicts that as the case moves 
forward, points of dispute between the pros- 
ecution and the defense will revolve less on 
the question of what Holmes did or did not 
do on Friday morning, and more on his state 
of mind at the time. 

“The evidence of his guilt is pretty strong,” 
Kamin said. “The ... case for death is strong. 
So the question becomes, what is the case for 
mitigation?”

Israel’s fear: Chemical arms 


WASHINGTON The “great threat” to 

Israel from the Syrian conflict is that 
the Damascus government may collapse and 
its stock of chemical weapons and missiles fall 
into the hands of the Lebanese Islamist group 
Hezbollah, Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu said Sunday. 

Interviewed on “Fox News Sunday,” 
Netanyahu said Syrian President Bashar al- 
Assad’s government would fall, but he was 
more concerned about a chaotic “regime 
collapse” that would leave Syria’s weapons sites 
unguarded than a regime change. 

“We certainly don’t want to be exposed to 
chemical weapons falling into the hands of 
Hezbollah or some other terror groups. ... It’s 
a great threat,” he said. 

“We will have to consider our action. Do

Netanyahu said when asked whether Israel 
would act alone or prefer the US. to take the 
lead.

On Sunday in Cooperstown, NY., Ron Santo’s fam- 
ily and friends—along with thousands of Cubs fans 
who considered him a friend even if they never 
met him—came to pay tribute to one of the tough- 
est men to ever play baseball.
